I downloaded an article from 
there about using a 3CX800 or 3CX400. It used an external filiment trans- 
former mounted on the back of the chassie. The article didn't seem real 
complete, left alot for speculation. I always personally wondered about 


using 4CX250's in it. Mounting three inside shouldn't be to much of a 
problem if a person could figure out the proper circuit modifications. 
The MLA-2500 has about 2KV plate voltage and maybe 2.6KV on how power 
position if I recall correctly. And 4CX250/300's are alot cheaper! 


I have an MLA-2500 with one good 8875 that I used for a couple of years 

that way. Worked fine and one tube will supply alot of power, have to watch 
overdriving it. Never got a complaint. Since picking up my Henry 2K-Classic 
I haven't used the Dentron.

A KWS-1 owner posted a note that he was selling his unit 
due to a spurious signal in the variable IF 
which follows the VFO and 250 Kc IF stages. 


(I'm sorry, I deleted his posting before my brain clicked in) 


I had a similar problem with my KWS-1. The signals looked good 
at J204 and at J203, but went haywire at J206. 

The problem was solved by adding an 8.2 K resistor across L233, 
the rfc at the plate of V203. I also added a 100 Ohm resistor 

in series at the grid of V203 for good measure. 

Neutralization was also improved by cutting the lead 

to C268, the fixed capacitor across trim cap C322, which resulted 
in a deeper notch when C322 was adjusted. This might not 

be necessary in your unit. 


One problem I still have with my unit is a low freq spur which appears 
in the driver output on the 80m band (only appears when the finals are 
on.). 

I think it's due to a resonance at driver cathode rfc L706. 

I notice the circuit was changed to include a resistor in series 

with the driver cathode choke in the S/Line. I'll try that some time, 
when I get back to the KWS-1 project.

Here are a few bits of information that I came up with for the MITE: 
The military (Navy) designations are: 

Teletypewriter Set AN/TGC-14(v) 

Teleprinter TT-298A/UG 

Teletypewriter TT-299A/UG 


The -298 is a receive only (no keyboard) version of the -299. 

The differences between the "Set" and the individual units was not 
entirely clear to me. The TGC-14 could be configured for either 
26 VDC, a 115VAC 60 cps or 115VAC 400 cps power. The TT- units 
are 115VAC 60 cps only. 


They will run at 60, 75 or 100 speed. Changing speeds is done by 
changing a single gear and all three are included with each machine. 
(But the unused ones may be lost). The 60 speed gears (the ones 
useful for ham band use) are color coded blue or orange. 


These machines are made by Mite Corporation, so they are not "Teletype" 
machines. 


For a size comparison I'd say a Mite is about the same proportions 
as an S-line radio but about 1/4 larger. The keyboard can retract 
into the machine when not in use.

At one time or another in my distant past, I had some MITE teleprinters 
as well as Teletype and Kleinschmidt units. MITE machines are cute but 
they are difficult to work on and parts are very hard to find. 


Kleinschmidts are onlly slightly better as far as parts go. 


If I wanted a reliable machine, I would look for a Teletype model 28 (or 
34). They are the most reliable that I ever had. Like the Eveready 
bunny, they just keep going and going and going. Parts and manuals 
should not be too hard to find. At one time, the Teletype Corporation 
would send manuals for free if you did not ask for too many. I don't 
even know if they still exist today. Seems I heard of their demise. 
Does anyone know? 


Teletype made a very cute three-speed "transmission" for the Model 28s 
that had nylon gears. It was quiet in operation and had a small lever 
to change speeds. It was the quickest speed change that I ever saw ona 
teleprinter. They were fairly rare. may be impossible to find now. 


Of course, there are several converters made that will feed TTY signals 
directly to a computer. Not very sexy, though. If one were going to 
use one of those, one would need to procure an aerosol can of old oil 
smell to spray around the shack every now and then! 


It's hard to beat the mesmerising motion of a Model 28 typebox at 60 WPM 
- it's right up there with sex and flying. 


I had manuals for all of the MITE models and was dumb enough to loan 
them to another ham here in Dallas.

My theory is that the RS-6 was a CIA-contract 
radio that found it's way into other things.

Nope, not really. Consider: 

- Many "real-world" operations at that time involved places like Tibet,

- Special Forces used RS-1s/GRC-109s *xall through* Vietnam, and beyond. 
They did this because it was solid and reliable (according to Bergen). 

- Gadgets like the GRA-71 existed so that you didn't have to stay on 
the air any longer than necessary. 

- CIA had specific numbers worked out for how long you could stay on 
the air before the bad guys could RDF you.

Don't know for sure, but I heard that the maker was GTE in Waltham, MA. 

The previous owner of my first RS-6 set told the story something like this:

to say that he used to work in the GTE plant that made them." So, it's 
third-hand info - take it for what it's worth...

However, there is still no dates, no publication numbers, no organizational 
names, and no mention of the set's intended use (i.e., it doesn't say 
anything like "Survival radio" or "aircrew radio", etc.).

used by andyone but SAC. Altho we might learn more. ) 


My theory is that the RS-6 was a CIA-contract radio that found 
it's way into other things. 

- How do we know that the ‘Air Classics' article has their facts 
straight? If enough people say that it "is nothing but an aircrew 
radio", then it will become true, right? And then the price will 
go down... ;-) Since I like to buy this sort of stuff, I should keep 
quiet, huh? ;-) 


( I have a good respect for the air afficionado magazines, as 

many of their writers really "were there". If you write an article 
and miscount the number of rivets in a B-36, someone is going 

to correct you! This article had dates and locations of training 
and -i felt- was quite authoritative. BTW the other aircrew radio 
mentioned was the URC-4, a vhf£/uhf set used for close-in guidance 
of the rescue plane. Apparently the B-47 crew would locate near 

a meadow of field where the rescue plane would land. This was 
practiced at various high meadow sites in Colorado, for example. 
One thing i wonder tho: if the crew had asked, say some Ukranian 
or Georgian farmer to use his electric outlet, assuming the power 
was still on, and even if that farmer was disaffected from the 
communist government, how happy would he be with some aviators 

who had just incinerated hundreds of thousands of his countrymen? 
Maybe the unworkability of this idea in a real WW3 situation had 
something to do with the short service life of this equipment. ) 


( I occasionally sell or trade equipment too, but i like to be real 
accurate about describing it, condition and provenance. No 

"well this might have been used by spies, operating by candlelight 

etc etc etc" even tho that is standard sales hype of the kind slung 
by some folk. As i said this is SOP in the militaria industry. ) 


>By this time, early 1950s, 
>regular communication of data by secret agents via HF radio 
>was surely suicidal. 


Nope, not really. Consider: 
- Many "real-world" operations at that time involved places like Tibet, 
*xnot*x downtown Moscow. In my interview with Bob Olsen (retired CIA 
radio op), he was personally training folks on the RS-1 until 1958. 


- Special Forces used RS-1s/GRC-109s *all through* Vietnam, and beyond. 
They did this because it was solid and reliable (according to Bergen). 

- Gadgets like the GRA-71 existed so that you didn't have to stay on 
the air any longer than necessary. 

- CIA had specific numbers worked out for how long you could stay on 


the air before the bad guys could RDF you. 


( H.M.: granted on the first part, operation from remote areas. Objection 
to second part: the Special Forces was not a spy agency! The RS-1 

is a tank compared to the RS-6, which is way too fragile and 

unreliable for combat use! Also, for grins, imagine if you're surrounded 
at Tay Ninh and a receiver tube in your RS-6 goes out. You're going 

to unsolder the soldered-in submini tube?) 


> BTW, i was told Motorola built the RS-6. Probably in AZ ? 
>Anyone really know? 


(H.M.: i was told Motorola built it. But no proof that convices me,so it 
may well be GTE. Tony Grogan sez some innards are marked 
Motorola, i don't know if that proves anything.) 


>Also, the RS-6 and 6A manuals i have 
>seen are both very professionally produced, not typewriter ! ) 


I still say that the RS-6 "walks, talks, smells, and tastes" like a 
CIA contract set. Does anybody have another explanation for the 
nomenclature, plus the sterile markings and manuals, plus the 
Similarities to the RS-1? I'm all ears!
